Following the reading of the Peti­ 
tion by City Clerk M erritt the question 
of what could be done was raised by 
the members of the board. 
The ini­ 
tiative petitions, which were presented 
to the board have gone so far that the 
trustees are in a quandary as to what 
course to pursue. 
The law prescribes 
that an election must be called within 
ten days after the petitions have been 
presented to the board. However, the 
board feels that the proposition present­ 
ed by the liquor dealers will meet with 
the approval of the signers of the ini­ 
tiative petition and that no election 
will be necessary. Therefore they held 
up all action on the petitions for the 
present to give the 
two 
factions a 
chance to get together on 
the

propositions, and set Friday, August 
16, as the date when the boaitd will 
meet to decide what course to pur­ 
sue. 
In case the board fails to call the 
election as called for in the initiative 
petition, then a writ of m andate may 
be secured by the signers and force 
the election. It is to determ ine wheth­ 
er this course will be pursued by the 
drys, in case the election Is not called, 
that the board has held up action on 
the petition. 
It is the opinion of the 
board that the proposition submitted 
by the liquor dealers will be entirely 
satisfactory to the dry petitioners and 
that the petitions will be withdrawn. 
Mr. Cailor, as one of the spokesmen 
of the dry petitioners, was called upon 
by the board to express his opinion on 
the proposition. 
He did not seem en­ 
thused over the m atter and 
stated 
that their former efforts to compro­ 
mise with the 
wets 
had 
come 
to 
naught. 
In answer to Mr. Calior’s statem ents, 
Herman Noll made the assertion that 
every liquor dealer in Anaheim had 
signed his name to their proposition, 
and that the board of trustees had the 
consent of the liquor dealers to pass 
the “bone dry” ordinance 
and 
that 
they (the liquor dealers) would close 
their places of business on February 
first without protest. 
“All we want,” 
said Noll, “is a reasonable length of 
time to arrange our affairs and quit 
the business without any greater Anan- 
elal loss than is absolutely necessary. 
We are only asking 
for 
about 
two 
months and a half mofe than is al­ 
lowed by the other ‘bone dry’ petition. 
In estim ating the time when the 
liqqor traffic would be eliminated un­ 
der the special election phocedqjg, the 
trustees found that about the middle 
of November would be about as soon 
as the law would take effect. They ex­ 
pressed themselves as being of the 
opinion that the proposition made by 
the liquor dealers was very reasonable 
and offered a very satisfactory man­ 
ner in which to dispose of the liquor 
question.

The Register’s editorial the other (lav, entitled 
“ H O L D Y O U R L IB E R T Y B O N D S.” has brought 
to this office numerous well authenticated stories 
•about some pretty shady transactions on the part of 
financial slackers in this community. 
For instance. Bill Jones ( whose name is some­ 
thing else) received $3000 in payment of some notes 
he held, and he intended— indeed he had promised— 
to invest this $3000 in Fourth Liberty Loan Bonds. 
A certain financial slacker, whom we may call Sam 
Black (because that is not his name) found out 
about the $301x1 that Bill Jones had received, and 
which lie intended to invest in hourth Liberty Loan 
Tlonds, and immediately Sam Black got busy. 
Ik- 
had made a great splurge of his patriotism by the 
purchase of $3000 worth of Third Liberty Loan 
Bonds, and he went to Bill Jones and offered him 
these at 97. pointing out to Jones that he would 
thus be putting his money into Liberty Bonds that 
would pay him a better rate of interest than those 
of the forthcoming Fourth Liberty Loan. 
Jones, 
liking a simple-minded man, not very analytical in 
tem peram en t, thought the buying of the liberty 
Bonds from Sam Black was ju st as patriotic as Inly­ 
ing them from the I bird Liberty Loan t ommittee, 
and thought also he might just as well have the little 
additional profit these bonds of Blacks would yield 
him. 
So Black turned the trick. 
About the same thing in principle, varying slight­ 
ly in practice, has been done by others. 
People who are parties to such transactions, 
whether they realize it or not. are engaging in very 
unpatriotic business, and are liable to find tile 111- 
selves up against some very unpleasant publicity, if 
not something worse. 


DON’T WORRY OVER WOUNDS 


In considering the casualty lists, as they come 
in, it is just as well to renieml>er a story of a French 
battalion told in a recent war dispatch. 
W bile the 
battalion was drawn up for the distribution O’ 
medals, a visitor happened to ask how many had 
been wounded. 
I he commander did not know, hut 
proceeded at once to find out. 
H e started by a sk in g all the men who had been 
wounded five times to step forward. 
Forty-six left 
the ranks. 
He then called for those with fewer 
wounds, in a descending scale. 
There were seventy- 
five who had been wounded four times, 104 w ho had 
been wounded three times, tot wounded twice, and 
182 wounded once. 
I hat left two men out of the 
boo who were free from wounds. 
I Ley hung their 
heads in shame, and actually wept as their comrades 
laughed at them, until their commander restored their 
Self-respect by going up to them, opening their 
coats and showing the war cross ribbons on the 
breasts, won for distinguished gallantry. 
"It is not 
their fault, 
he explained. 
The story might end right there. 
It is com­ 
plete in itself, an appealing little picture of the 
w ar as fought so devotedly for four years b\ the 
brave men of France. 
But it has its lesson for our 
own army and pee'pie at this time, particularly, when 
we are beginning to feel the human cost of our 
victories.

THE U-BOAT BALANCE 


A year .ago there was a net loss in allied ship­ 
ping of 
t°ns a month. 
That means that tile 
Germans were sinking 50 to bo more merchantmen 
a month than the Allies could build. 
In the last quarter there has been a net gain 
o f 100,000 tons. 
That is to say. the Allies have built 
about 20 ships more a month than the Germans 
could sink.

There you have the L-boat situation in a nut­ 
shell 
W e have “turned the corner.’ 
W e turned 
it some time ago. W e are not only holding our own 
but making up our losses. 
On July I enough had 
Wen made up to give us as much shipping as we had 
lad: January 1. 
The rate of gain is increasing right 
along. 
Before the year is out we shall have more 
than caught up for the big losses of 1917. 
I hen we 
shall go right on piling up an overwhelming surplus 
of tonnage. 
W hat we regarded a year ago as the greatest 
menace to our winning the war has already been 
m et 
W e still have to fight the I ’-boats, but we do 
not have to worrv about them any more. 
W e can 
co n cen tra te on the purely military problem; and we 
arc not worrying about that, either. 


W e confess to a sneaking admiration for those 
incorrigible Yankee soldiers who, refused permission 
to fight borrowed British and f rench coat' fur di>- 
guise and jumped into, the mix-up just the same 
Their officers had to reprimand th em ; but how could 
they do it with a straight face^

Oakland Man Meets Death 
Outside the Surf at Hunt­ 
ington Beach 


In the merciless current of a tide 
rip, against which he battled until ex­ 
hausted, Richard Bone of Oakland was 
drowned at Hut angina Beach yester­ 
day. Scores, then hundreds, of 
people 
lushed out upon the 
pier. 
life 
lines 
were thrown to him, but lie could not 
grasp one of them. Swimmers went to 
him from the beach, but they, too, 
caught in the tide 
rip, 
came 
near 
drowning. 
Three of those attem pting 
Bone’s rescue had to be pulled up 
upon the pier and two or three others 
were tewed in by lifelines thrown from 
the pier. 
This was the first drowning 
in the history of Huntington Beach. 
The drowned man s body was recov­ 
ered within 
fifteen 
minutes, and for 
over two hours unceasing efforts 
to 
bring back the departed spark of life 
were exercised hut without avail. 
The drowned m an’s home 
was 
at 
Oakland. 
His widow and two of his 
children are there and b’s son, aged 
16, is a soldier 
at 
Camp 
Johnston. 
Bone was 35 years of age. For a num ­ 
ber of years lie has been employed by 
Collier's Weekly as a solicitor, and 
recently he has been working out of 
the Los Angeles office Yesterday he 
went to Huntington Beach with his sis­ 
ter and M. J. Ringrose. Collier’s South­ 
ern California manager. 
Ile went in -1 
to the surf just west of the pier. and 
there encountered ti strong tide fin 
that took him out. He swam against 
the current until he was exhausted. 
His cries for help brought a woman 
and two men to him from the surf, 
hut they were unable to help him, and 
if was with tile greatest of difficulty 
111a t they saved themselv* s. Tile wom­ 
an. whose I ame was not learned, had 
hold of Bone for 
awhile, 
and 
she 
directed him to turn over on his back 
and float, 
'lite roughness of the w ater 
seemed to alarm him so that lie could 
not do so. 
Two of the men called for help, and 
City Marshal Tinsley of Huntington 
Beach. Ray Morgan 
of 
Balboa 
and 
other willing men from the pier threw 
out life lines with life preservers a t­ 
tached. One of these lines had been 
thrown squarely ovi r Bone, but he had 
not the strength to grasp it. 
Two ‘of 
the swimmers were pulled up upon 
the pier. 
One 
man 
was 
severely 
scratched against tie1 barnacles on the 
piles. 
B. H. Jurges ti. m anager of the 
Model Grocery Co at Pasadena, was 
one of the men i died up on the pier. 
T h ‘ re was no boat on the shore 
that could have ’ en used in the enter 
gency. 
Bone’s head was still above w ater 
when three Wit ’ersburg boys, Marvin 
and Frank 
McGuire, 
brothers, 
and 
Earl Walton, all * strong 
swimmers, 
ran through the surf and swam out to 
the place where the hundreds of peo­ 
ple gathered on the pier had seen the 
drowning man disappear The lashing 
w ater and the swift current soon wore 
out the strength of 
the 
swimmers. 
Frank McGuire was pulled up on the 
pier by a lifeline and 
W alton 
was 
towed ashore. 
Marvin McGuire swam west several 
rods, and there struck an in-coming 
current. 
He found the body of the 
drowned man floating face down. He 
started in with the body and was soon 
helped by 
another 
swimmer 
who 
came out from the shore. 
The unconscious man was laid out 
upon the sand. and Hrs. Wilson and 
Shank of Huntington Beach and later 
Dr Dryer of Santa Ana, City Marshal 
Tinsley, and as many 
more 
men as 
could find room to work, put forth 
their best efforts to bring back life. 
A pulmotor was used. 
There was no 
response The man was drowned about 
2:30 o’clock, and it was o o’clock be­ 
fore hope was finally abandoned.
